The President Anxious About 
the Pacific Funding Bill. 


‘THE REPUBLICANS ARE STILL AT SEA 


On Their Tariff Bill—Democratic Chances 
in Indiana-The Allentown 
Building Bill, 


waseixcton, July 26=—[Special.}—The 
president fs very much encouraged at the out- 
Jook foran extension of the present session 
until some time in September, because it will 
make it possible, he believes, for the consider- 
ation and passage of the Pacific railway fund- 
dng bill. 

There isno bill now before the honse in 
which Mr. Cleveland is more interested, and 
he wants it pushed to fina! passage as soon as 
possible. He believes that unless it is passed 
at this session and the enormous debt secured 
to the government:the republicans will make 
great political capital out of the failure of the 


“democrats to perfect so wise a piece of pro- 


posed legislation. The president realizes that 
uniess this bill becomes a law, inmere is great 
danger of the government ‘losing the amount 
due it, and for this reason he thinks it un- 

‘ise and bad policy to further prolong action. 
Knowing that he was going away today, he had 
a talk yesterday with Chairman Outbwaite. of 
the }l’acific frailway committee, urging upon 
him to perfect plans, if possible, by which the 
pill can be put upon its passage within the 
wext ten days or two weeks. 

STILL SOMEWHAT AT SEA. 

While the agreement of last night's confer- 
ence would seem to have determined the 
course of the republicans, there is still doubt 
entertained by members of thut party as to ile 
final adoption ofa bill. But this doubt rests 
only upon the assumption that all the repub- 
licans of the senate may not be ablo to agree 
upon the provisions of a bill. The action of 
the conference has not convinced all the sena- 
tors of that party of the wisdom of adopting a 
pill. Someof them still maintain tilat it is 
uuwise, but they will not antagonize the ma- 
jority. : t 

Tiere will probably be another conference 
within a few days to consider the details of 
the proposed bill. The democratic leaders say 
they are waiting, and that they hope a bill 
will be reported. They will goin for a full 
discussion, and will support the house bill and 
attack any substitute the republicans may re- 
port The finance committee will probably re- 
port their bill in about ten days. It will be 
debated some three weeks, and then action of 
some kind will be taken. 

Senator Allison, who is very much in favor 
of the senate passing a bill, said today he 
thought they could dispose of the measure and 
adjourn by the first week in September. 
Others, however, are of the opinion that if 
the republican members of the senate are de- 
termined to pass a bill adjournment cannot be 
liad before October. 

Republican members of the house are very 
much opposed to the senate formulating a bili. 
They are anxious to go before the country with 
the Mills bill asan issue and then formulate 
alid pass a substitute for that bill at the next 
eessicn, after the election. 

SHE IS WORTH MORE THAN THAT. 

The president and Mrs. Cleveland, Mrs. 
Folsom, Postmaster General Dickinson and 
Colonel Lamont left quietly for New York to- 
day. Mrs. Cleveland and Mrs. Folsom wil! 
separate from the gentlemen and goto Marion, 
Mass., where the former spent part of last 
summer. The others will boarda yacht and 
put to sea for a sali water fishing trip. It is 
expected that they will make their headquar- 
ters at Bath Beach, L. I., where the family of 
Postinaster General Dickinson is summering. 

As they were boarding the train here, a by- 

tauder was heard to exclaim that Mrs. Cleve- 
land was worth a hundred thousand votes for 
the ticket. 
THE ALLENTOWN BILL. 

As soon as the house failed to pass over the 
president’s veto Mr. Sowden’s bill for a public 
building at Allentown, Pennsylvania, he im- 
mediately introduced another for a slightly 
smalicr amount. The new bill has passed the 
senate without being into a committee, and it 
is safe to predict its immediate passage in the 
liouse, as that body only failed to give the 
former bill a two-thirds majority and pass it 
over the president’s veto by thirteen votes. 
Many think Mr. Cleveland, after the severe 
repremand given him by the house for vetoing 
it before, will without hesitation sign it this 
time. But the president probably has more 
backbone than he is given credit for possessing, 
and it is probable he wili repeat his former ac- 
tion. However, if he does itis believed Mr. 
Sowden will succeed this time in getting his 
two-thirds majority. This will probably be 
Mr. Sowden’s last term in congress, as Penn- 
6yi\ania has been redistricted, and he and Rep- 
resentative Ermontrout are now in the same 
district. Ermontrout is now at home fixing up 
h's fences, and knowing ones say he will be 


given the nomination over Sowden. 


WILL THEY DO Ir? 

Congressman Anderso, of Illinois, who is 
not a candidate for re-election, said today that 
he lad received a letier from a very promi- 
nent democratic politician of that state saying 
that a careful survey of the situation warranted 
the statement that the prohibition vote this 
year would more than double that cast in 188i.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—Today the senate 
then proceeded tothe consideration of the fish- 
eries treaty in open executive session, and was 
addressed by Mr. Wilson, of Maryland, in 
favor of its ratification. 

Following Mr. Wilson, Mr. Saulsbury took 
the floor, and said heavould address the senate 
tomorrow. Mr. Vance gave alike notice for 
Saturday. 

Mr. Frye said that he would ask the senate 
to meet at 11 a. m. on Saturday, Monday™ and 
Tuesday, and until the vote was reached on 
the treaty, adding that the tariff bill would 
shortly be before the senate, and would occupy 
all its time. : 

Mr: Teller made another attack upon Secre- 
tary Bayard. He commented upon what he 
called some of the ‘‘remarkable- statements” 
in thé’ speech of the senator fyom Maryland, 
and spoke of an edict having gone forth from 
the white house thai the treaty was to be sup- 
ported. Heaccused Mr. Wilson of having 
openly espoused the Canadian side of the ques- 
tionand of having gone beyond Canadian 
statements in advocating their cause. 

His remarks provoked retorts from Messrs. 
Wilson, Saulsbury aud Morgan. Mr. Morgan 
said if he were president of the United States 
he would withdraw the treaty from considera- 
tion until the senators got their minds clear 
enough to consider it on its merits. He be- 
lieved that the honorable and venerable states- 
man in front of him (Mr. Evarts) would. from 
his knowledge of diplomacy, doit. He would 
withdraw it and send it back after the political 
strife had ceased. 

After further discussion, participated in by 
Messrs. Evarts, Teller, Hoar and Vance, the 
matter went over without action, 

Two presidential vetoes were read and refer- 
red, and the senate adjourned till tomorrow.

EXCLUSIVELY FOR POSTOFFICES. 
A BUl Providing for the Erection of Build- 
ings—The Limitations. 

WASHINGTON, July 26.—The bill to provide 
for posteffice buildings in cities where there 
are no other government offices, occupied the 
attention of the house yesterday morning. 

The report accompanying the bill explains 
its provisions. It proposes to establish a plan 
for the construction of public buildings for the 
use exclusively of the postofiice department, of 
uniform character, and which shall be especi- 
ally adapted for the purposes of ‘that depart- 
ment. Its provisions operate only in places 
where eross receipts amount to three 
thousand dollars annually for two Successive 
years. The extreme limit of the cast to the 
United States for any building shall not, in 
any case, exceed twenty-five thousand dollars. 

Subject to these limitations, it provides for 
three classes of buildings, varying in cost ac- 
cording tothe amount of gross receipts, as fol- 
iows: 

1. Where gross postoffiice receipts for each of 
two preceding years exceed twenty-five thou- 
sand dolinrs, the cost of such building to the 
United States may be a sum not. exceeding 
twentv-five thonsand dollars. 

2. Where such gross receipts for each of two 
preceding years exceed twenty thousand dol- 
lars, and shall have been no more than twenty- 
five thousand dellars, the cestof sueh building 
shall net exceed to the United States twenty 
thousand dollars. 

3. Where such gross reccipts for each of 
two preceding vears shall be three thousand 
dollars, and not more than twenty thousand 
dollars, the cost of such building shall not ex- 
ceed tothe United States fifteen thousand 
dollars. 

Under the first-class, there are forty-five 
cities in which the gross postoftice receipts, 
during each of the past two years, have ex- 
ceeded twenty-five thousand dollars. Under 
the provisions of this bill the limit for erection 
of these forty-five postotiice buildings would be 
one million, one hundred and twenty-five 
thousand dollars. Interest at three per cent 
of thissum is thirty-three Pucsenonall seven 
hundred and fifty dollars. The voyernmeni at 
present expends forrent at these places the 
sum of sixty-one thousand, two hundred and 
twenty-nine dollars. 

In the second class there are thirty-four 
cities and towns in which the gross receipts of 
the postoftice foreach of the past two years 
have exceeded twenty thousand dollars and 
have not exceeded twenty-five thousand dollars 
The limit of the cost for the erection of these 
thirty-four postoftice buildings would besix hun 
dred and eighty thousand dollars. The interest 
of this sum at three percent is twenty thousand 
four hundred dollars. The government at 
present expends for rent at these places thirty- 
seven thousaud six hundred and fifty-five dol- 
lars 

In the third class there .are one thousand 
three liundred and fifty-four cities or towns in 
which the gross receipts for each of the past 
two years have reached three thousand dollars 
and not exceeded twenty thousand dollars. In 
two hundred and thirty-eight of these places 
the government pays rent; in one thousand

' one hundred and sixteen places, as the law 


now stands, the government pays no rent. The 
bill appropriates two million dollars to be ex- 
pended for purposes of this act.

THERE IS STILL HOPE 
That an End Will be Found to the Tariff 
Discussion. 

WASHINGTON, July 26.—The outlook for a 
protracted session in consequence of last night's 
republican conference decision, is not as threat- 
ening as appears to be generally supposed. 

The tariff bill of 1885 was under discussion 
in the senate, with intermissions for other 
business, less than six weeks. While there is 


material in the present situation for an almost | 


endless debate, there is also promise that ex- 
treme of that possibility will not be tested at 
the end of eight months of continuous ses- 
sion. 

[It is thought that the committee can com- 
plete its bill and its report within a week or 
ten days. The senate will then probably be- 
gin its session at eleven o’clock and sit seven 
hours daily, with evening sessious in addition, 
as the debate proceeds. 

The certainty of the result, and the difficulty 
of keeping a quorum of the house together, 
with little of importance to do after the appro- 
priation bills shail have been disposed of, and, 
more than all else, the increasing heat, give 
rise to hope that six or seven weeks hence, if 
not sooner, the present session will find its 
record made up and its work done. Moreover 
nineteen.formal tariff speeches, by exaetjcount, 
have already been delivered in the senate.

by only sixty-eight votes, H. Clay Evans 
being the republican defeated. The democrats 
were appalled atthe manner in which their 
majority was cut down, and especially at the 
enormous republican vote in Chattanooga. 
They believed that the ballot box had been 
tampered with, but despite their efforts no ovi- 
dence of fraud on the republicans could be 
found, ; 

Time passed qn, nearly four years, which 
brought more congressional’ nominations. 
During the interval peace did not dwelltin 
the republican ranks, there being much disat- 
isfaction and so much knifing by the oppos- 
ing factions that the G. O. P. in this section 
was almost bankrupt. 

Weeks and weeks ago H. Clay Evans again 
began to seek the repulican- nomipation for 
congress, and the opposing faction began te 
fight him. No one individual was as bitter 
as the republican city auditor, Vernon Whitt 
side. In making the fight Whiteside 
made a most startling confession. - He 
says four years ago” he _— entered 
into a compact with the republican negroes of 
the third and fourth wards to stuff the ballot 
boxes, which wasdone. Whiteside sayshe put 
175 ballots in the fourth ward ballot box-in thé 
interest of Evans and he arranged to have 275 
more placed in the third ward. The clerks of 
the election were eognizant of the fraud as tlie 
votes and tally sheets were even. “ 

Whiteside makes the confession to injuré

THEY HAVE FINISHED. 


The Negro Democrats Indorse the arty and 
the Ticket. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 24.—The demo- 
cratic negro national conference reassembled 
this morning at half-past ten, with Professor 
Peter H. Clark, of Cincinnati, in the chair as~ 
permanent chairman. : 

The animosities engendered by yesterday's 
heated contest over the permanent organiza-— 
tion had, apparently, been forgiven, and for-4 
gotten during the night, for harmony, alg 
fairly good order paees serge today until just 
prior to the final adjournment this afternoon, 
when the conference fired out, got into a 
wrangle to adjourn sine die, which finally pre- 
vailed. 

In opening the conference, Chairman Clark 
called upon IElder J. R. McDaniel, from Illi- 
nois, to offer prayer. McDaniel was conspicu- 
ous in yesterday’s session for the persistence 
with which he would maintain his ground in 
debate. When called on for prayer, he insisted 
thaf the delegates should first join him in 
singing ahymn. Objection was raised where- 
upon the eldef said: 

‘Tf you won’t sing, I won’t pray,”’ and left 
the hall for a short time. Rev, Mitchell, of 
Michigan, then offered prayer. 

J. Milton Turner and his supporters, who 
sustained defeat yesterday, made no effort to 
challenge the accuracy of the vote on perma- 
nent organization. Chairman Clark opened 
the proceedings with an address, giving his 
reasons why the negro should become demo- 
crats. He said a careful study of the princi- 
ples set forth in the democratic and republican 
platforms will convince any man that the con- 
test for the presidency is to be carried on this 
year in lines of thought new tothis generation. 
The republicans declare in favor of a free bal- 
lot and fair count, but know full well that the 
evil of which they complain is one 
that can not be controlled by federal 
action. Decisions of the supreme court have 
shown that fact. One wonders why the repnb- 
licans don’t follow the path so plainly pointed 
out by events of the past two years, and why 
don’t they resort to measures for the establish- 
ment of any rights nowdenied them? The 
truth is, a few of the evils. of which complaint 
is made are political in nature, and not many 
can be cured by political action. The policy 
of denunciation and hate has beentried. Let 
us try an opposite course.

FOR COAST DEFENSE, 

Fortification Appropriation 
Completed in the House. 

WasuiInaton, July 26.—The fortification 
appropriation bill completed by the house 
conumittee on appropriations today was based 
upon estimates aggregating $8,259,000. 

The last bill passed--that of 1886—appro- 
priated $7,250,000. The present bill carries an 
appropriation of $6,201,670, and in the report 
the committee says if ihe provisions of. section 
6 result in the procurement forthe government 
of the guns, mortars and carriages therein de- 
scribed a further appropriation will be neces- 
Sary of not exceeding in the aggregate 
$12,215,458, in sums of not niore than $2,500,- 
000 in one fiscal year. ~ 

section four provides forthe erection of a 
factory at Watervelt arsenal, N. Y., for the 
finishing and assembling of heavy ordinance 
in accordance with the recommendations of 
the gun factory board. For this purpose $750,- 
O0V 1s to be appropriated. ‘This section also 
provides $100,000 for the purchase of rough, 
tinished, tenpered and annealed steel for high 
powered guns for coast defense, of eight, ten 
and twelve inch calibre. 

Section six is drawn with a view of opening 
up the field of gun construction to parties out- 
side the government and to incite competition 
among manufacturing establishments, to com- 
pete . for this class of work and 
thus to result in the ultimate 
establishments independent of the govern- 

‘ment. Accordingly, the section provides for 
the creation ofa mixed board of civilians and 
arimy Oflicers. ‘There are three civilians and 
three oflicers with the provision inserted that 
no action shall be taken by the board except 
with the concurrence of tive members. This 
board is generally authorized to examine and 
make recommendations in regard to invyen- 
tiousand designs for heavy ordnance, car- 
riages, platforms, protective torpedos and 
other defensive appliances which may be sub- 
mitted to it.

The Oklahoma Bill Again Oceupies the At- 
tention of the House, 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—The Oklahoma bill 
came up in the house committee of the whole 


kins, of Kansas. 

Mr. Cobb, of Alabama, thought the whole 
argument upon which the measure was based, 
was that the Indian had no right which the 
white man was bound to respect.

“usual way”’ should cease. 

Mr. Cannon, of [Uinois, believed that sound 
policy, Statesmanship and humanity all dicta- 
ted that congress should take the lands out- 
side of the territory of civilized 
tribes and put them under the government of 
law, so that the strong arm of the law should 
be laid upon the white men, who, in the teeth 
of iaw, went upon those lands. He believed 
it was sound policy to treat with the Indians 
so as to throw open the lands to settlement. 
He was for the bill because it tended in the 
proper direction. 

The general debate closed and the bill was 
read by paragraphs foramendment. On mo- 
tion of Mr. Carey, of Wyoming, an amend- 
ment was adopted providing that aiter the 
territory of Oklahoma shall have been organ- 
ized for five years, territorial officers shall be 
appointed from among the citizens of the ter- 
ritory. Mr. Payson, of Illinois, offered an 
amendment providing that lands contained in 
Okalhoma territory shall be disposed of under 
the homestead laws instead of at $1.25 per 
acre as proposed by the bill. 

Pending vote, the committee rose. 
Sayers, of Texas, from the committee on ap- 
propriations, reported §tie fortification ap- 
propriation bill and it was referred to the 
committee of the whole. 

Mr. Springer gave notice that he would press 
the Oklahoma bill toa final vote tomorrow, 
and if any disposition to filibuster against it is 
shown, he will, the first thing in the morning, 
ask for a call of the house in order to secure 
the attendance of a quorum.

HARD-WORKED JUDGES. 


An Unparalleled Number of Cases in Alw 
bama Supreme Court. 

Montcomery, Ala., July 26.—[Special.— 
The supreme court of Alabama adjourned today, 
closing one of the most laborious segious in its en- 
tire history. | 

The number of cases submitted during the year 
from December 1 to July 26, 1888, is 405, wiuich is 
unparalleled since the organization of the court, tae 
highest number heretofore not exceesing 350. This 
has given each of the three judges 1°5 cases. The 
number of cases brought over from iast term to the 
present was thirty; the number decided by each 
judge during the yearis as follows: Stone, chief 
justice.

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FETED IN SWEDEN, 


Emperor William's Travels One Round of 
Pleasure—In the Northland. 

StockHoim, July 26.—Emperor William 
arrived here this afternoon. He was reoeived 
by King Oscar and Crown Prince Gustaf. The 
streets of the city are crowded with people, 
and the houses were profusely decorated with 
tlags. 

King Oscar, accompanied by the crown 
prince, embarked at six o’cloek this morning 
on theaironclad, Droot, and departed to meet 
Emperor William and the Swedish squadron, 
which had previously gone to meet the Ger- 
man emperor and escort him here. They met 
the German fleet off Sandhamme last evening. 
Ateight o’clock this morning the two squad- 
rons were seen off Gabraint. On 
the approach of the Droot the Gers 
man vessels fired a salute. King Oscar, 
wearing the uniform of a Swedish admiral, 
and the crown prince then boarded the yacht 
Hohenzolien and were received by Emperor 
William, who wore on his breast a decoration 
ofa Swedish order. Salutes were fired by the 
meéen-of-war and the land batteries and the 
bands played. The vessel entered here at 
noon and was received with a salute from the 
citadel. The harbor was full of pleasure 
boats, the decks of which were crowded with 
Sighiseers. Iimperor William “and Prince 
Henry and their suites were conveyed in @ 
launch to the landing stave, where a trie 
umphal arch had been erected, 

Here King Oscar, surrounded by members of 
his courty received the emperor aud Prince 
Henry. Bhe royal party, accompanied bys 
military escort, then proceeded to the castle. 
The route was lined with people, who heartily 
cheered the German ruler. E:nperor William 
seemed to be highty_ gratified at the reception 
accorded him, and repeatedly bowed hig 
thanks. On arriving atthe castle, ther ma- 
jesties appeared and saluted the people. After 
driving through the zoological gardens, King 
Oscar and his imperial visitor banqueted at the 
castle. One hundred guests were present.

Cenvention 

Aravsta, Ga., July 26.—{ Special. ] — The 
split in the eighteenth senatorial! district is no 
nearer healed tonight than it was yesterday, 
and the question of who will be senator is no 
nearer answered. That part of the convention 
formed of the Jefferson and Glascock delega- 
tion and the workingmen’s Richmond delega- 
tion, met at 10 o’clock today. The report of 


the crefentials committee seated the three 


delegations named above, and O. ht. Lassiter, 
of Glascock, was ¢lected permanent chairman, 
and T. F. Caulk, of Jefierson, secretary. Af- 
ter two or three speeches, protesting against 
an editorial in the Chronicle of this morning, 
which declared that the nomi- 
nation by the convention would not 
be binding upon democrats and 
characterizing the editorial as dictatorship 
and declaring the Chronicle not the spokesman 
or true representative of the party, the con- 
vention proceeded to the nomination of Hon. 
Thomas C. Gibson, of Glascock, as the candi- 
date for the senate from this district. Messrs. 
Phillips and Hunter, of Jefferson, and 5Sulli- 
van, of Richmond, were appoiated a comnuttce 
to issue an addxess to tle district. 

The following resolution was adopted in 
reference to the rotation system : 

« Whereas, It is des rable that a fair and equitable 
change in the existing system of rotation be adopted 
in the eighteenth senatorial district which each 
county shall respect; and whereas, the delegates to 
this convention frem Richmond an4d,Jefferson have 
no authority toact in the premises. Therefore, be it. 

Resolved, By this conveution, that the chairman 
of the exeentive committee of this district, be re- 
quested to call a special convention for such pur- 
pose, at such time and place as he he may find con- 
venient, after consultation with the executive com- 
mittees of the several counties in the district, and 
that each county in the eighteenth senatorial dis- 
trict be requested to hold a mass mecting aud select 
delegates to attend said special convention as fol- 
lows: Richmond 12, Jefferson 8, Glasscock 4 dele- 
gates; and that the mass meetings in said counties iu- 
struct their delegates as to what change, if any, to 
make in the existing system. 

A new district executive committee was 
adopted with Hon. Claiborne Snead as  chair- 
man, after which the convention adjourned. 

At twelve o’clock the other convention com- 
posed of Chairman Mutherin, of the 15th sena- 
torial district executive committee, and the 
other Richmond delegation was called to order 
by Chairman Mulherin. No responses came 
to his.call for delegates from GJasscock and 
Jefferson. In response tothe call for Rich- 
mond, Chairman Maxwell, ef the delegation, 
announced six délegates present. He read a 
statement reviewing the facts in the session of 
yesterday and the bolt of the delegates from 
the convention. It concludes as follows: 

“Now, therefore, we, the democratic delegates 
from Richmond county, do pronounce said action 
undemocratic; in yiolation of a]] party usage and 
without the support of any parliamentary law. We 
hope that, on reflection, they will reconsider their 
action and return tothe performance of their duty 
und@r the rules laid down for the government of 
the democratic party. We, therefore, respecifully 
invite them to meet with the democratic delegation 
from Richmond county, at such time and 
place within the district as they may select, for the 
purpose of performing the duties assigned the con- 
vention by the democracy of the district, expressing 
hereby our willingness to join tbein ip the perform- 
ances and duties imposed. And we further request 
that they notify tbe chairman of the district execeu- 
tive committee of the time and place they may se- 
lect, 

We further recommend that this delegation shall 
adjourn, unless sooner called together by the chair- 
man of the dist#@ct executive commitiee, until Aug" 
ust 15th, 1888, at which time we request the chair 
man of the district executive committee to mect 
with usand the other democratic delegates to the 
eighteenth senatorial convention to organize the 
convention and transact its legitimate business. 

Chairman Mulhberin declared that no quo- 
rum was present and that no business could be 
transacted. He therefore declared the con- 
vention adjourned until the 15th of August. 
The district now hastwo executive commit- 
tees and one eandidate, with another conven- 
tion to hear from on August 15th. Things are 
exceedingly lively and it is impossible to fore- 
tell the result. The Chronicle will tomorrow 
reiterate its position editorially that the nomi- 
nation of today’s convention isno more. bind- 
ing on the democrats of the district than would 
be a nomination by any other like number of 
citizens of the district.

Macon, Ga., July 26.—[Special.]—The dem- 
ocratic convention of the sixth congressional 
disstrict to nominaje a candidaie for congress 
for the next ensuing two years and to elect a 
new executive committee of the sixth district, 
met in the superior court room of the Bibb 
county courthouse at noon today. All the

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The Herat of the Mountains. 

The interview with Mr. Leslie E. Camp- 
bell, of Murphy, N. C., published in another 
column, emphasizes what Tur ConsTITUu- 
TION has frequently said of the great wealth 
of thesection developed by the Marietta and 
North Georgia road. 

The completion of the road to Murphy 
makes a large portion of western North 
Carolina tributary to the commercial inter- 
ests of Georgia, and soimportant is the trade 
of this section. that Knoxville and Chatta- 
nooga are already taking vigorous measures 
to counteract the loss which they have sus- 
tained by the building of the railroad into 
what has been their undisputed territory. 
Knoxville has already voted $275,000 to 
connect with the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia railroad at Murphy andis determined to 
contest every inch of ground with Atlanta 
for the trade of that section. As it is now, 
Knoxville merchants equalize freight rates 
to Murphy, by making good the difference 

- in charges between Knoxville and Atlanta. 
In other words Knoxville merchants ship 
goods to Murphy via Marietta, at almost 
double the haul of merchandise sent from 
Atlanta,and yet compete with Atlanta prices. 
They do this to hold the trade of the coun- 
try surrounding Murphy, which has for 
years gone to Knoxville and which will con- 
tinue todo so until better inducements are 
offered elsewhere. 

Chattanooga is preparing to reach out for 


- this trade, and if it establishes rail connec- 
. tion with Murphy, ig. will put both Knox- 


ville and Atlanta at ffeat disadvantage,even 
though fhe Marietta and North Georgia is 


extended north, to Knoxville, which work 
is now underway, and south to Atlanta, 
which must be done, unless Georgia prefers 
to renounce all hope of extending its com- 
mercial territory into North Carolina. Chat- 
tanooga has signified its willingness to raise 
whatever amount is necessary for it to build 
guch a road to Murphy, and the great ad- 
vantage which it will derive from this con- 
nection, will urge the completion of the un- 
dertaking. 

The Western North Carolina is being 
pushed rapidly southward, opening up ex- 
tensive eastern connections with the roads 
which it will meet at Murphy,the position of 
which town makes it the railroad Herat of 
the mountainous region of East Tennessee, 
western North Carolina and north Georgia. 
If the Marietta and North Georgia is extend- 
ed to Atlanta, the whole state of Georgia 
will enjoy the advantage which it will afford 
in connection with the Western North Caro- 
lina, in not only establishing new eastern 
connection, but in turning to Georgia the 
products of the great resources of the cotn- 
try developed by the two roads. 

The necessity of the Atlanta extension 
can readily be appreciated by the commer- 
cial interests of the state, and it should be 
urged as its importance demands.

A Convention of Melon-Growers. 

_ The Albany News and Advertiser prints a 
letter from the editors of the Quitman 
(Brooks county) Herald, in which it is 
stated that they have been requested by the 
melon, fruit and vegetable growers of that 
county to call aconvention for the 9th of 
August; Dougherty, Lee, Baker, Mitchell, 
Thomas, Decatur, Lowndes and other coun- 
ties interested are invited to hold similar 
conventions for the purpose of selecting dei- 
egates to attend a general convention of the 
melon, fruit and vegetable growers of 
Georgia. 

This is the beginning of a very important 
movement, and if it is managed with judg- 
ment and discretion, its results will prove 
to be of inestimabie benefit to the fruit and 
vegetable growers of the southern and south- 
western sections of the state. It isto be 
hoped that the county conventions will be 
largely attended,and that the general conven- 
tion will be composed of representative men 
who will understand the necessity of insist- 
ing on their rights. 

. There ig no necessity of making any pro- 
nunciamento against the railroads. Such 
action would do no possible good and might 
do harm. While it is true that the railroads 
have not dealt fairly by the melon-growers of 
Georgia, itis also true that the interests of 
both are identical. Without the co-opera- 
tion of the roads, the melon business weuld 
amount to nothing; without the melon bus- 
iness the summer freights of the railway 
lines would suffer an unwelcome diminu- 
tion. 

But the railways are organized for busi- 
ness; they are ready to gather in everything 
in sight. They are perfectly well aware that 


the south furnishes them profitable business 
for the cars that they would otherwise haul 
back to the north empty; but it has never 
occurred to them that it is also to their in- 
terest to foster the new business in order to 
make it permanently profitable. We pre- 
dict that when the matter is once called to 
their attention that they will use their best 
endeavors to aid the melon-growers to build 
up the new business. 

‘ It is but fair to say, however, that during 
the present season (to say nothing of the 
past) the railroads have not treated the 
melon-growers with any degree of fairness. 
They have done their best to scize not only 
the profits but the full value of the crop, 
and they have succeeded. We have asked 
them to give this process a name, sothat the 
public might know whether it was confisca- 
tion or downright robbery, but thus far they 
have made no response to theinvitation. To 
show that we have not exaggerated any 
phase of the situation, we reproduce a few 
figures gathered by the Albany News and 
Advertiser relative tothe tremendous dis- 
proportionin freight rates. For purposes 
of comparison our Albany contemporary 
takes two points in the northwest—Cincin- 
nati and Chicago—and the figures areas fol- 
lows: |

_ based upon carloads of 24,000 pounds each of the ar- 
ticles named—the value of the melons being fixed 
gn the sidetrack at Albany, and that of the other 

rticles being fixed at Chicago or Cincinnati. 
> ' It will be seen at a glance that the rates on melons 
are out ofall proportion—vyalues and comparative 
¥isks being taken into consideration —to those 
charged on the other articles. A carload of melons, 
which the grower would giadly sell on his sidetrack 
for $100, has to pay treight charges of $111.75 to Chi- 
cago, while a carload of flour, worth $475 at Chicago 
has to pay ouly $99 over the sameeroute from Chi- 
cagoto Albany. Wemight proceed further with 
such comparisons, but deem these sufiicient for the 
purposes of this article. 

We should also take into consideration the fact 
that melonsare shipped at owner’s risk, and that 
they are loaded by the shipper and unloaded by the 
consignee. All the railroads have to do isto fur 
nish the cars and pull them to their destination. 

It will be seen that the melon-growers of 
Georgia havea real grievance. But we be- 
lieve that everything can be arranged satis- 
factorily. ‘The railroads cannot afford to 
destroy the business, and the melon-growers 
cannot afford to have it destroyed. Thus 
the two interests are identical, and it ought 
not to be a ditticult matter to make arrange- 


ments that will be mutually profitable.

The Fight in New York. 

One thing democrats must understand, 
and that is the fact that the republicans in 
New York are preparing for alife and death 
struggle—a fight fiercer and more intense 
than any in which they have ever yet en- 
gaged.

During the recent visit of a Rome committee 
to Mr. Thurman, the conversation naturaHy turned 
upon the greatest of southern statesmen, John C 
Calhoun, of South Carolina, 

Mr. Thurman was asked if he kad known Mr. 
Calhoun in public life. The reply was interesting. 

*“Yes,’’ said Mr. Thurman, ‘I knew Mr. Calhoun 
ja the closing years of his political life, which were 
the opening years ot my own. I shal! never forget 
my first meeting with him. I was quite young 
when I first entered congress, and my uncle, then a 
United States senator from Virginia, took me first 
thing to see the great South Carolina statesman. 
Mr. Calhoun received us kindly, and, from the first, 
devoted his attention to me—a young man-—to a 
certain extent ignoring his colleague, my uncle.”’ 

“T belfeve, Mr. Thurman.,’”’ said he, “that this fs 
your first term in congress, and from your youthful 
appearance I should say you had not long been out 
of college.”

Why Mr. Matthews Entered Suit for Divorce 
from His Wife, : 

LYNCHBURG; Va., Juiy 26.—W. F. Mat- 
thews, @ prominent merchant, member of the 
city council and of the democratic state 
executive committee, today entered suit for 
diveree from his wife, Berta Fitz Allen, nee 
Miss Parrott, of Charloitesville.

Take the Argentine republic, This country 
has what we need most—wool. The wool is 
sent to England, where it is made up anda 
commission put upon it and then sent to 
America. e are trading with the Argentine 
republic through England, when only, for the 
tariff we could as well trade direct with them. 
The manufacturers say that if we 
will submit to higher protection 
they will bring labor enough here to 
consume the product of every farmer in Amer- 
ica. We now maketwo hundred millions of 
bushels of wheat per annum, and the laboring 

consume onty thirty million bushels per 
annum. The factories now produce all that is 
needed for the people of this country. What 
do they propose to do with the surplus of goods 
manufactured? They cannot exchange them 
with other countries on account of the tariff, 
In Indiana alone, we raise ten million more 
bushels of wheat thanis consumed. Every- 
body uses tin. We collect $16,000,000 tariff 
ontin. According to the Mills bill this tax is 
taken off. The free trade man comes along 
and says, “‘Why do you take that tariff off? 
It should have been left on. You are 
ruining our labor.”’ I contend 
that we are saving our labor just that much. 
They propose to drive out all the manufac- 
turers of agricultural implements from the 


| market by putting such a tariff on wool that 


they really cannot exchange their manufac- 
tured articles for wool in the Argentine Re- 
public. They propose to make these manufac- 
turers go into the business of raising wool 
which is not profitable rather than to manu- 
facture different implements for agriculture 
which are prepared to make and exchange 
them with the countries which are peculiarly. 
adapted to wool raising. Tere, with our 
mountains and valleys, bursting with the rich- 
est ores, and with labor galore, our hands are 
tied. We cannot use our raw material because 
we cannot sell it. after we makeit.. Other 
countries are not prepared to pay us cash. We 
ourselves, who have two-thirds of all the sil- 
verand gold in the world, could, not pay 
money for everything that we use. ‘Therefore 
we are compelled to trade with these coun- 
tries. They have many things that we need, 
and that we do not raise. Let us manufacture 
during the whole year, from one endof the 
year to the other, and not for eight months in 
the year, as we now do, and let us so regulate 
the tariff that we can exchange our surplus of 
manufactured articles with other countries for 
articles that we actually stand in need oe 

Colonel John D. Stewort followed Mr. By- 
num. Hesaid: “I had not only understood 
that more would be required of me than to

from Indiana to Texas. I cannot discuss the 
tariff question in a five minutes talk. This 
has ‘been proven to us, I desire to tell you, 
however, why I have supported the Mills bill.

Yesterday, just after dinner, Jim Lawshe 
coolly walked from the corner of Broad and 
Alabama and into the office of the Chatta- 
hoochee Brick company. 

‘Howdy, major.’ 

‘Hello! Well, I’ll swear—hkowdy!”’ 

The *‘major’’ took his specs and stared ina 
dumb-founded fashion at Jim Lawshe. 

The escaped convict was dressedin a neat 
suit of citizen’s clothes, but covered with dust. 
He fanned himself with his hat for a moment, 
then sat down and squared himself. for a taik. 

“Well, major, its just that way. I ran 
away from there because they didn’t treat me 
like a human being.

Henry Clay claimed 
that we only needed protection for three years.

Atthe endof a year a laborer is 
doing well if he iseven. When he is out of 
work he is out of money. His grocer will not 
credit him. I know of aman in my own city 
who went out day after day and could find 
nothing to do. -At last his wife, noble woman 
that she was, said: “I know you cannot get 
work. There isno demand: for your work. 
Come take care of the children, and I will go 
to the wash tub and make a living.”’ [Ap- 
plause.|] Our tariff is not a _ protective 
tariff, but isa destructive one, and especially 
to the farming interests of this country.

Which the Marietta and North 
Georgia Will Bring to Georgia. 


A Talk With a North Carolinian About the 
Necessity for the Extension of the Road 
~A Great Section. 


Atlanta has still another opportunity to ex- 
tend her trade and obtain a business that will 
go elsewhere should this chance be overlooked. 

The Marietta and North Georgia railroad, 
which passes through one of the richest min- 
eral sections of the state, has been completed 
to Murphy, N.C., and the trade along that 
road, from its present terminus at Murphy. is 
all Atlanta’s, if she makes the proper effort. 

There is no doubt that the road has develop- 
edaremarkably valuable country, and it is 
équally certain that its trade belongs to this 
city. It cannot be secured, however, unless 
proper railroad facilities are made an induce- 
ment. 

A glance at the map shows the competition 
that Atlanta has in this matter, for Murphy 
aitd much of the territory tributary to the 
Marietta and North Georgia is within trading 
distance of Knoxville, Chattanooga and other 
points. There is a demand for the completion 
of this road to this city, and the men who are 
interested in Atlanta’s present and future 
prosperity should take hold of the matter with- 
out delay. 

Mr. Leslie E. Campbell, who is in the city in 
the interest of his paper, the Murphy, N. C., 
Bulletin, is well informed as to the benefits 
that would accrue to Atlanta by the extension 
of the road to this city, and in the following 
interview he not oniy makes them plain, but 
gives interesting information about the coun- 
try through which the Marietta and North 


Georgia runs. 

A ConsvITUTION reporter met Mr. Campbell 
yesterday and asked for his views upon the 
development of the section reached by this 
road, and as to the growth and prosperity of 
Murphy, N. C.° Mr. Campbell said: 

“The development from Marietta to Murphy 
is veryapparent. Take for instance, the mar- 
ble works at Tate’sand Nelson, in Pickens 
county. The Tate quarries are the largestin 
the south, and the manufacturing works at 
Nelson employ about two hundred hands. The 
American Works at Marietta, which are be- 
yond dispute, 

THE LARGEST IN THE WORLD, 
are also the result of the building of this road, 
since they get all of their marble from Pickens, 
and it is transported over this road. Several 
new and prosperous towns have sprung up 
along the line of this road.” ; 

“Are there not also other minerals, besides 
marble, which will be developed iu the near 
future ’”’ 

“Yes, the undeveloped minerals along this 
road are rich and varied, including iron and 
gold. There are several stamp mills contiguous 
to the road now and 

THE ATTENTION OF CAPITALISTS 
has, within the last few months, been particu- 
larly directed to this section.’’ 

“What effect has it had upon the growth and 
prosperity of Murphy?” | 

“The road has been completed to Murphy 
but about three months; too short a time to 
have -destroye@® the identity of the “old 
Murphy;’’ bat, the improyement has been very 
marked, but we neither claim, nor desire a 
boom. ‘The improvement has been steady and 
of such a character as to give assurance of im- 
mense future growth and prosperity. Yousee, 
Murphy, from i's geographica: situation, is de- 
stined to be the 

TRADE AND RAILROAD CENTER 
of that mountain country; and is now, the 
trading point for several counties in Georgia 
and North Carolina.”’ 

“The Western North Carolina road is now 
completed to within twenty-six miles, and is 
expected to make connection early next year. 
The Knoxville Southern, which will connect 
at some point with the Marietta and North 
Georgia, Which point is being competed for, 
but is conceded by many and desired by Knox- 
ville. The connection will be made at Mur- 
phy, Knoxville having voted $275,000 with 
the understanding that Murphy should be the 
point. The necessary survey has been made, 
und all preliminaries arranged for building a 
road from Chattanooga to Murphy. For this 
reason I would impress on the pcople of 
Georgia

of extending the Marietta and North Georgia 
at as early a date as practicable to Atlanta.”’ 

“Murphy has quite a reputation as asum- 
mer resort.

The Regulars and the Specialists 
Who Fight Disease. 


and How They Defend Them—People 
Who Never Need Them. 


“Throw physic tothe dogs, I’H none of it.” 

This isnot the first time that this advice 
has been printed, and THz CONSTITUTION gives 
Shakspeare’s Macbeth due and proper credit 
for all the merit in the words. 

But Macbeth certainly did not act on the 
advice of his physician when he uttered this 
exclamation. It has appearance of coming 
from a man whose liver and _ internal 
apparatus had been nauseated and tortured by 
the yarious compounds that kill, or 
cure, but invariably leaye a bad 
taste’ in the mouth. It is fair to 

resume that Macbeth was low spirited, his 

iver torpid and respiration rapid when he re- 
corded this curse on the physic of his day and 
generation. é 

There is nothing to indicate his intention or 
purpose in throwing the physic to the dogs, and 
the presumption is that he desired to experi- 
ment upon the brutes, and note effects. 

Physic is a very comprehensive word in the 
modern school of medicine and it requires 
numerous and fine spun theories to define ac- 
cording to the various’ practices. of 
the men who prescribe it. It may 
be that physic is not correctly 
defined by tne people who take it more or less, 
and its effects may be responsible for their 
lack of knowledge. 

Now take Atlanta for instance, There are 
hundreds of physicians in the city and every 
branch of the science of medicine, all of the 
different schools of practice andthe specialist 
are to be found. You can select your physi- 
cian with a view of taking physic, or you can 
go toanotherand take none at all. There 
is no positive means of knowing whether the 
same result will be obtained, but there will be 
an effect of some kind, and whether you live 
or die you have the blessed satisfaction of 
knowing that you suited yourself, and that is 
a big thing of itself. 

There are allopathic and homeopathic, vita- 
pathic and eclectic, water cure and electric 

ractitioners. There are doctors who give big 
acon those who give smail ones, and others 
who give no doses at all. Youcan bedrenched 
with water, shocked by electricity or some- 
times prolong life by allowing a mas- 
sage manipulator to open your pores 
by te system of rubbing that 
brings back recollections of other days among 
the watermelons and of the man who caught 
yousampling.them. « 

Itis perhaps this very liberal opportunity 
for paying your money and taking your choice. 
When you need aphysician that does away 
with many of the possibilities for friction and 
dispute among the men who write Latin 
hiereoglyphics on a drug store blank. ‘There 
is, of course, an esprit du corps among physi- 
cians, as among other pro‘ession- 
al men, which is the guiding 
line ot their profession and to which must be 
credited to the general absence of criticism and 
competition. 

‘This applies only to the practitioners of the 
different schools and cannot be madea rule 
when allopath and homeopath and other ‘‘ics’’ 
meet. Then comes the tug of war, and when 
doctors disagree it is sometimes wise to ‘‘throw 
physic to the dogs.”’ 

Here in Atlanta, where there are probably 
three hundred physicians, it is seldom that 
wordy wars occur, so seldom thatthey are 
confined to the circle of immediate friends of 
the rival practictioners, and their only effect is 
tomake more solid the adherents to each of 
the different methodsof treatment that started 
the discussion. 

The regular practictioners, who embrace 
within their practice all the ills that flesh and 
blood is heir to, follow in the well-worn path 
that for years has been the guide of their par- 
ticular school. There have been new discov- 
eries, both of diseases and remedies, and it is 
only fair to say that intelisgent and progres- 
sive plysicians are = on the  look- 
out and take advantage of them in 
their practice. Yet the foundation for 
all of the various modes of treatment remains 
the same, and will do so until there is nothing 
left to cure and no one left to kill. 

Then you find many persons who are above 
the need of a physician’s opinion, diagnosis or 
prescription. Men, and women, too, who are 
unto themselves both doctor and nurse, whose 
prescriptions are their own and whose 
drugstore is always tied up in a_ bag 
and smells like roots.

of imagination about it after all. 

Then there are the specialists who confine 
themselves to the treatment of certain diseases 
and portions of the human form. The eye, 
ear, nose, throat, the skin are all studied by 
by these practictioners and all their skill and 
knowledge devoted to their improvement in 
health and treatment when diseased. They 
are a class peculiar to and made necessary by 
the increasing regard of all mankind for health 
and comfort. 

Atlanta is a healthy city, but still the doc- 
tors thrive. The doctors not only thrive, but 
they are alive to their own interests and jealous 
of them. ‘Thev are proud of their particular 
school and defend its teachings with all the 
strength of their arguments and their skill. 

You know them ali. You see them and you 
read of them. ‘They live among you and pre- 
scribe for you. They feel your pulse and 
charge you forit. They look at your tongue 
and ask you how you feel. They are always 
ready at your call, fight sickness, death, with 
all their skill, and when the last feeble pulse 
beat is throbbing through your veins, they hold 
your hand and bow.to death alone.
